By State Law, the BID cannot spend assessment revenues to perform services on 
properties that do not pay assessments (i.e. outside of the BID area). The BID 
can do the work with it's vendors, who are less expensive than the City's 
vendors, if a non-assessment source of funds for the work is available (ie a 
contract for maintenance with the City).
